1d to the dollars, and aboul $27,000 Is owing 
to loss of rates, Crown rents, etc, caused by the 
plague, For 1895 I have taken as. id, as the 
probable average vatuc af the dollar and the 
eatlmated revenue wi't he as follows :—

On account of 
Pablic Works Extraordinary a further som of 
$74,670 will be required, making the deficit 
$67,231. This deficit is nearly rccounted for 
by the falling offin the oplam revenue, which 
shows a decreate of $54,800, The Farm will 
be let from the mt March 1895 at $284,000 
instead of $340 800 per annum, I propose to 
meet the deficit of $67,231 In the following 
way: 

(1.) By an increase of Stamp Dutles which 
fe expected to yleld $40,000 n year, 

(2,) By an fncrease of fees to be paid for spirit 
Meenses, estimated to yleld $16,500 per annum, 
an 


{3,} by an Increase {n pawnbrokera' feer, 
ylelding $23,950 year. 

‘These cums amount altogether to $80,450, 80 
that the additional taxation will not only 
cover the deficit but leave a surplus of about 
$13,200. I have abeady submitted these 
frepesnls to you, gentlemen, the Unofficial 

embers of Counc, and you have expressed 
your concurrence In them. I may remind you 
that at the sxme time you expressed 

ourselves not averse to still further taxation 
way of an Increase In Rates, a small tax on 
European shipping acd one also on kerosene, if 
it was necessary to Impose them, ‘I am very 
glad Indeed to say that these additional imposts 
will not now be necessary. For the assistance 
you rendered the Government on the occasions 
of our meeting to discuss these matters, I beg to 
return you my grateful thanks, When such 
happy relations exist between ithe official and 
pnofficlal members as pow obtain, the datles of 
a Governor are rendered far less Isborlous and 
frkaome than they would otherwise be.

‘Emigration - wi 
stopped for four months, and- 
adjacent ports. was disorganized’ Y, 
quarantine restrictions = impoxed ny 
the absence of numerous Chines merchavte 
who fied from the Colony, Notwlh- 
standing those hindrances, however, vessels with 
a total tonnage of no less than 17,943.23 tons 
passed in and out of the waters of Hongkong 
during the ten months ending the 31st O ‘taber 
last. The cargoes of those vessels aggregated 
6,209,191 tons, belng a diff rence of 111,755 tons 
of shipping and 98,512 tons of cargo as compared 
with the same period in 1893. If weexclude the 
junk trade from this calculation, and It was 
nataral'y most effected by local causes, the 
difference between the first ten months of t¥94 
and 1893 would be 24.000 tona of cargo in favour 
of 1893, The revenue coll-cted by the Harbour 
Department to the 3ist October last was $4,000 
tesa than that collected during the same period 
io the previous year.. The educational work of 
the colony wae also temporarily paralysed. An 
endeavour was made to counteract the panic 
that set ia at first by keeping the schoo! at work 
in spite of the increasing bad attendance 
caused by the removal of Chinese families 
from the Co'ony. Since September the schools 
throughout the city are filllog again by the 
return of the fugitives, and in a ty months 
more the decadence will be mada good by the 
recuperative force which {s evldently inherent 
in the educational movement, For reasons 
concected with retrenchment three Government 
schools have been permanently closed. Of the 
Grant-in-Aid schools nino were closed, but 
seven new schools have taken thelr place. 
Queen's College. will, I beleve, shortly be 
pieced under the directlon of a governing 
body, and the Police School has come under 
the inspection of the Educational Department, 
There are now twenty-one Government Schools 
and roo Grant-in-Aid schools at work in the 
Colony fa addition to « constderable number of 
private schools, mo 

. CRIME. 

In regard to crlme I may observe that there has 
been a marked decrease In the number of serious 
offences brought to the notice of the magistrates, 
Larcenies, burglaries, kidnapping, offences 
agalnst the Women. and Girls! Protection 
Ordinance, all show a decline up to the 31st 
October as compared. with 1893, M.ny of the 
offences that did occur were dhectly attsibutable 
to the plague and Ls attendant clrcomstances, 
whilst on the other hand mach of the decrease 
is doubtless owing to the existence of that scourge 
and the filybt ofthe crlminal population, Never- 
theless, during every month of the year to the 
end of October crime appears to have been at a 
satisfactorily lowebb, Within the last three 
weeke I regret to say there hava been several 
most setlous cases which we may be sure will 
be dealt with rigorously, : 

With the exception of a mew Public Health 
Ordinance it will not be necessary to trouble you 
with much legislation daring the ensuing Session, 
This {s an announcement which you will receive 
with gratification. 

EXCHANGE COMPENSATION. |

A man {s married to a wile 
whom his parents have selected forhim, but whom 
he; never krew, therefore never loved, When 
people thus united by chance and not by 
cholce, bappen to ike each other, it Is an 
exception rather than a rule, The wonder {s 
not that they love so little, but that they quarrel 
so seldom. The evil does not stop here. The 
wife, simply because she ts a wife, must Ive 
contented with the man whom her father or fate 
has made her partoer, irrespective. of her Ilkes 
or dislikes, With the maa the case {s different: 
polygamy offers ma remedy, Of course circum- 
stences like these cannot and ought not to make 
a bome bright and happy.

AN UNSATISFACTORY STATE OF AFPAIRS. 
Since last writing, news of the fall of Port 
Arthur has, been expected every day, but has not 
come to hand. Rumours of fighting to the nortb, 
and of the closer investment of the place itrelf 
have beon frequent, bat with the wlies 
interrupted, no particulars can be ascertained, 
Forefgners. from Newchwang and Port Arthur 
give a most deplorsble account of the sta'e of 
things among the common people, All whocan 
are flecinog with such of thelr possessions 
as they can take away, nearly all shops are 
closed, and busines: mong the Chinese 
ts at a standstill, The poorly. patd, undisciplined 
soldiery are proving themselves a menace 
to all quiet and security wherever they go, 
Fugitives from the above places make the 
strongest statements regarding the conduct of the 
troops. It Us sald also that most of the officlals 
and many of the wealthy men of Peking and 
Tientatn are sending thelr familles away—cer- 
tainly every steamer leaving this port !s crowded 
with Chinese passengers and tbelr luggage. 
From all directlone comes the same report of 
desortions, A gentleman from Newchwang 
mentions the arrival of a steamer with a larg 
troops on board, of whom several 
hundréd left by the first sppetanity. :

ex-Regent, and further that, as a spectal mark of 
gocd-will, the audience would be held within the 
precincts of the Inner Palace, ¢¢, tn the so-called 
“Porhidden City." This audlence took place 
on Monday, 11th November, 

The theatre of this solemn function of state 
was the Wée-hua-ien or “Hall of Booming 
Literature,” a somewhat ancient butiding In the 
south-east quarter of the palace, whl bh ts used 
for the annual festival of Siterature held in the 
seco d month, on which occasions the Emperor 
receives addresses on tha Ciorsics from dtstin- 
vulshed members of the Hanlin Academy, 
According to & Japanese work entitled “A 
description of famous placesin the land of Tang” 
(4¢, Chiny), whitch gives an illustrated d crip. 
tlo& of the ceremony, all the Pre-iden'e and 
Vice;Presidents of the Giffsernt Ministries tn 
Peklog, as wellas high office bearers, have to-be 
preacnt, i ; : 

On the present occasion the Reoresentatlyes

presented while the others followed in order of 
seniorlly. The rematnder of the ceremony was 
cartled’ out as at previous audiences. The 
Ambassador followed by hls suite approsched 
the dais with three bows and saluted the 
Emperor seated thereon at the top of a flight of 
steps: he then spoke a few words commemorat- 
Ing the solemn occasion. The letter of felic! 
tlon from his sovereign was then handed (na 
the respective Embassy's Interpreter bad 
lated It into Chinese ; it was then taken by the 
Princes Kung or Ching, who stood at the 
Emperor's side and acted alternately with each 
presentation, and transtated by them {nto 
Mancha, The Pricee in question then lald the 
letter on a table covercd with yellow allk before 
the Emperor. The monarch irclined bis bead 
as he recolved it, then spoke a few sentences In 
an audible tone to the Prince kneellng at his 
left, fa which he exprased his delight and satls- 
faction, The Prince, afier leaving the dis 


repeated the Emperot's words {a Chinese to the- 


interpreter who again repeated them in the 
language of his ccuntry to the Ambrasador, 
This completed the audience: the Ambassador 
left the hall bowing, with the same ceremonies 
and conducted as oa entering, Orlentel cere- 
moolal was thus conspicucosly and worthily 
malntained. - He 

The Wén-bus-ten has three entratces Io its 

southern wall led up to by three filghts of atone 
steps: as long as the Ambassador was ibe bearer 
of the Imperial hand-writing, be was given the 
most honoured way of approach, that ty, the 
great central stalrcase and the centre door, which 
otherwise are only made use of by the Emperor

., The proceedings were characterlied by a 
distloct majesty of demeanour, As mentioned 
above, the Emperor jeated on a ralved dats 
atatable hung with yellow silk; behind bim 
were the customary Paraphernella—the screen 
and the pescock fan; at his right stood: two 
Proces of the Imperial hou this left the 
Prince of Ke Chin and Princes Kang or Ching 
In the ball tteelf two lines of guards Carrying 
swords were formed up, bebind which stood 
eunuch and palace officers, The most Interesting 
featare In the whole ceremony w:'s cf course the 
person of the youthful monarch, clad in a sable 
robe and wearing the hat of state. His unusually 
large briJiant black eyes gave a wonderlally 
sympathetic aspect to ble mild, almost childish, 
countenance, increased, (fanything, by the pallor 
due to a.recent fever. 

Upon leaving the hall of audience, striktacly 
picturesque scene disclosed [teelf,. On elther 
aide, 4¢., cast and west, from the open etalrcare 
leading south, were displayed the tong rows of 
the palace gardens {n the form of & hollow bow, 
To front and rear swans of officials were moving 
about, clad in long robes with the square many- 
coloured emblems of thelr respective ranks 
embroldered.on them behind and before; with 
all thelr alr OF busyness no haste or huty could 
be percelved, Everything was being dove fo 
the solemn and majestic mauner characterlutic 
of the Chinese cfficlal style.
